My dear Sir,—Your letters dated 
March 20th, reached us the last of 
May; and when I tell you they were 
the first we have received except 
a tew written soon after we sailed, 
you will believe that they were 1n- 
teresting tous. Yes, Sir, the num 
bers of the Missionary Herald and 
of the Religious Intelligencer, 
which you had the goodness to send 
us; as also the information contain- 
ed in your letters of the formation 
ofso novel and benevolent a so- 
ciety at New- Haven, and of the pre- 
cious revivals in different sections 
of the country, were truly accepta 
ble, ‘tas cold water to a thirsty 
soul.?? So refreshing was the in. 
telligence with which you furmish 
ed us, we wept forjoy and attempt 
ed to praise the Most High for the 
effusions of his Holy Spirit on so 
many churches and congregations. 
The next Monday evening being 
the Monthly Concert for Prayer, 
and 70 or 8U persons being present. 
ve communicated the **good news”? 
we had received, ‘‘froma far coun 
try? We told them of the revival 
in Boston, in New York cil}, anda 
in other places mentioned tu you 
letters aud in the Herald: told them 
what a revival was; gave them a 
minute account of some of the revi- 
vais at College and other places 
which we ourselves had witnessed, 
and attempted to shew them the

Our own feelings were much ex- 
cited, and I betieve the feelings 
of some others were not less so.— 
Nota few wiped their tears away 
and looked up at us with so much 
earnestness as if they had thought 
‘the day of Pentecost was fully 
come.’’ Indeed, my dear Sir, we 
have much evidence that the bless- 
ed Comforter has already come 
ere, to **convince of sin, of right- 
eousness and of judgment.” Not 
only is every eye fixea usually on 
the speaker during divine service, 
and a tear seen very frequently 
irickling down some cheeks; but 
‘adividuals have called upon us 
from time to time to en- 
quire what they should do to be 
saved, or tell us of the everlasting 
good which they trust, they have re- 
ceived through our ministrations. 
During the week, in which we re- 
ceived your letters, two persons 
came, one of them twice, and de- 
sired some of us to converse wih 
them, and tell them why they 
could not exercise repentance to- 
ward God, and faithin his son Je- 
sus Christ, as they said, they often 
tried, but tried in vain to do it. But 
‘though for our encouragement, we 
are, | trust, favoured with some of 
ihe “dew of Hermon,” you will 
not infer from what I have written, 
that any showers of grace have as 
yet fallen upon this parched land. 
We have every reason to believe 
that Malta, for the most part, is hke 





che mountains of Gilboa on which 


importance of a work of grace infihere was neither dew nor rain.— 
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Is it not pleasant then to notice 
even the least indication of a cloud, 
though it be no larger than a man’s 
hand? That there is some tender- 
ness of feeling in the congregation 
with which we are connecied, I 
cannot doubt: much more than this 
I cannot say. But have not the 
greatest effusions of the Spirit that 
-have ever been bestowed by the 
great Head of the church upon the 
world, been bestowed upon this 
part of it? Andis his mercy clean 
gone forever, and will he be favour- 
able no more? I donot feel that 
this is too greata blessing for us 
to labour and pray and hope for, 
though if [ could spend but one 
hour in your company, I could teil 


you of many discouragements, of 


which I never dreamed in America. 
But when Jehovah shall rend the 
heavens and come down, all these 
mountains of difficulty will melt a- 
way before his presence as wax be- 
fore the fire. Is any thing too hard 
forthe Lord? Cannot his Spirit 
make these bones live that are very 
dry? O Sir, did I but know that 
all the churches, like the 120 dis- 
ciples before the day of Pentecost, 
were in supplication and prayer, 
intercedirg for the gift ofthe Holy 
Spirit upon these regions, I should 
verily believe that we should have 
times of refreshing from the pre- 
sence of theLord. Yesterday we dis- 
tributed premiums in our Sabbath 
School. We found difficulty in 
getting suilable books. We took 
from our own library such as we 
could spare, begged a few others, 
and Mrs. Col. Railt, a very pious, 
benevolent lady, embraced an op- 
portunity which providentially oc- 
curre:! of purchasing a few Good 
books are almost as rare here as 
good people. So many of the pa- 
rents and friegds of the children

During the last fifteen weeks a- 
bout 70 have attended school; more 
than 50 of them very constantly, 

inglish scholars 45; of whom are 
18 boys and 26 girls; several of both, 
sexes 14 or 15 years old. Greeks 
24; 18 boys and 6 girls; several boys 
16 or 17 years old. Maltese 1, 
'whom Mrs. Temple has taught to 
‘read; and Jewess 1, who came but 
three times, as Mrs. Tempie told 
her so much about the Lord of Glo- 
ry whom her nation crucified, that 
her father probably forbid her com- 
ing any more. 

The English children committed 
in all 1745 versesof hymns; 4229 
of Scripture; and 651 answers in 
catechism. 

The Maltese committed 29 ver- 
ses of Scripture; the Jewess 24 ver- 
ses; andthe Greeks 6004 verses of 
Greek and Italian Scripture. 

One little Greek boy whom we 
all love, recited above 20U verses 
of ihe Greek Testament at onetime, 
and has recited in all 1330. verses. 
He and several others are frm the 
first families in Scio, having by the 
merciful providence of God escap- 
ed the dreadful massacre by the 
Turks. One is from Crete, where 
St. Paul left Titus to set things in 
order, and where one of the Poets 
lived who said, ‘the Cretans are ale 
ways liars.”> The rest were from 
various places, brought here by 
that same hand which brought 
Paul, ‘some on boards, and 
some on broken pieces of the 
ship.’ Several of them are 
anxious to go to America, and we 
are anxious io send them. They 
will do honour to any our colleges; 
and who can tell but they may y¢ 
preach the everlasting gospel. ‘0 
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the Jew first and also the Greek.’’ 


Their friends appeared much 
vratified with the orderly behaviour 
of their children in the school, 
thanked us repeatedly for our at. 
tention to them (for to tell the truth 
they were justlike the wild ass’s 
colt when they first came) and said 
things like many other Jews and 
Gentiles in this region too com- 
plimentary to be put on paper. Do 
not fail to beg some interesting 
books for us, such as will be suita- 
ble ferthose of 14 and under.-— 
Write us often, and pray that we 
may be faithfuleven unto death.

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LONDON SOCIETY FOR PRO- 
MO'ING CHRISTIANITY A- 
MONG THE JEWS. 

(Concluded from puge 615.) 

‘From Jatla | went to Acre, and 
there Imet with two Jews whose 
minds had been convinced of the 
truth of Christianity They were 
baptized in secret by a Protestant 
clergyman, who furnished them 
with New Testaments and tracts.— 
On mount Lebanon I was visited 
by several Catholic bishops, who 
desired to enter into a strict union 
with Protestants. The convent 
Rourka, was offered to me for es- 
tablishing there a Lancasterian 
School. I met with a settlement 
of Jews upon the highest top of 
mount Lebanon. They were in 
possession of the Hebrew New 
Testament, published by the Lon- 
don Society tur promoting Chris: 
tianity among the Jews, which was 
senttothem by a Jew from Saida. 
They professed their belief i 
Christ. 

‘+l arrived at the holy city, March 
9, 1822. There are at Jerusalem 
the following denominations of 
Christians: 

1]. Armenians called and believ- 
ed bythe Jews of Jerusalem to be 
the descendants of Amalek. The 
Jews wll have nointercourse witi 
them, because Amalek dared to 
lift up his hand against the Lord’s 
host in the wilderness. 

‘2. Greeks, called and believed 
by the Jews to be the descendants 
of Javan. ‘The Jews will not hold 
intercourse with them because 
Antiochus dared to slay Israel. 

“3: The Romanisis. The Jews 
do not wish for intercourse with 
them; because Titus, a Roman, de 
étroyed their temple. 

‘*4. The Ethiopians, and Copts, 
upon whom the Jews look with in- 





difference. The whole number of 
Christians 1s supposed to be 7,000: 
& of Jews 10.000, Af er mention. 
ing that ina few davs I distributed 


‘more than 1000 copies of the Scrip- 


tures among all these denomina- 
tions, I will confine my remarks to 
the Jews. The Jews of Palestine 
reside principally at Jerusalem, at 
Hebron,where both Jews and Turks 
go on a pilgrimage to the graves of 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, and 
Leah, which are therein the cave 
of Machpelah, and also at Safet and 
Tiberias. The greatest pait of 
those Jews who composed the Tal- 
mud. called Tanaim. lived at Satet 
and Tiberias. Th- Jews of Jerusa- 
lem, Safet Tiberias, are jealous of 
each other; and foolish and stupid 
are the disputes which divide them. 
There are in Palestine Spanish 
Jews, and Turkish Jews, Polish 
German Jews, and also Caraites, 
who are believed by the other Jews 
to be the descendants of the Sad- 
ducees. I founda! Jerusalem only 
three families of Caraites In their 
synagogue I heaid the following 
prayer. 

‘The rabbi said, ‘We beseech 
thee have mercy upon Zion.”? Aud 
the people answered, And build 
thou the walls of Jerusalem.”’ 


‘Rabbi. ‘Let thy government 
shine upon Zion.’ 
“The People. ‘And gather thou 


the children of Israel.’ 

‘Rabbi. ‘Let singing and glad- 
ness be heard upon Zion.” 

“The People. ‘And shouts of 
joy among the children of Jerusa- 
lem.’ 

‘I read to them several prophe- 
cies of Isaiah and Jeremiah, and ex- 
pounded to them without the least 
objection for an hour the contents 
of the Gospel. They often called ou 
me, and called me their brother. 
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They have not the least communion 
with the Talmudist Jews. There 
are Carai’es at Ralaa,in the Crimea, 
in Poland, at Damascus, Constanti- 
nople, and Cairo. The whole 
number in the world may be abou: 
5000. 

“The Polish Jews called on me. 
and adiressed me thus: ‘We have 
heard that you are arrived here to 
converse with us. Verily we cau 
converse with you; for we are wise 
with great wisdom, and learned 
with great learning.’ I ascertained 
from them that no Jews lived at Je 
rusalem in the time of the crusades 
Rabbi Moses Bar Nalsman, a fa 
mous author among the Jews in 
Germany, went thither in the 12th 
century, and met with only one 
Jew. 1 translated from a letter 
written by him, the following sen- 
tences. ‘I met with only one Jew, 
and he was oppressed, and he was 
afflicted. Andin the city of God, 
and in the house of God, where our 
fathers dwelt, the Gentiles worship- 
ped that which their fingers had 
made: they worshipped that which 
is not God, even in the house of 
God. For these things I weep, be- 
cause our glorious and our beautiful 
house is laid waste.’ I conversed 
for several days with one of their 
high priests, and read the Gospel 
with him. The Polish Jews are di 
vided into two sects. One sect are 
Pharisees, who are strictly attaclied 
to the literal observance of the ce 
remonial law, and wear large phy 
lacteries. The other sect are thie 
Hiasidim, the spiritual Jews, who 
say that ou’ ward ceremonies are ot 
no use atall, and that we must 
atiend rather to the spirit. The 
author of this sect was Israel Baal 
Shem, who died seventy years ago 
in Poland. They have been ex. 
communicated by many rabbies.—| 
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They are wellinclinedtothe read- 


ingof the Gospel. Among their 
archieves I discovered the following 
curious circumstances in regard to 
the cross found by the Empress 
elena. Rabbi Abarbanel tells us, 
that the Jews, fearing that the Em- 
press Helena ‘vould persecute 
ihem, gave heran old piece of wood, 
and told her that that was the very 
cross of Jesus 

“I discussed the subject of the 
Gospel with the Jews in their colle- 
ges; and | saw their children read- 
ing in the New Testament, as they 
walked about upon Sievn, and in 
he valley of Jehoshaphat.

They very firmly believe that this noble institution is very far on its rapid 
and victorious march to unbounded conquest and universal empire. May 
He whose sole employment it was, while he sojourned below, to dispense 
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around him the effects of his beneficence and love, still continue to smile on 
our exertions and more than realize our most sanguine hopes: 

The Board of Managers have received the reports of but thirteen Schools, 
some of which are annual,some semi-annual, and the rest quarterly. They 
regret that this circumstance renders it impossible to give any thing like a 
general statement of their annual progress. It is believed, that the superin- 
tendents of many of our schools are not in the habit of keeping an account 
of their proceedings. The Board, however, trust that on future occasions 
they will not be under the necessity of making similar complaints They 
take this opportunity of recommending to the Directors of the several 
School: to make regular guarter/y returns of the condition and circum- 
stances of the departments under their superintendence. They also take the 
liberty of suggesting to them the propriety of rendering an accurate state- 
ment of the sum total of the verses recited during each quarter. By an at- 
tention to this duty, the committee appointed for the purpose of drafting 
the annual report will be saved a great deal of trouble and perplexity, to 
which they must otherwise unavoidably be subjected. It is supposed that 
there are connected with the Association about twenty-one Schools, three 


hundred and twenty Teachers, and two thousand Scholars: but, as has been . 


already observed, we are in possession Of scarce half the number of requi- 
site reports, it is out of our power to give a precise account of either the 
Teachers or Pupils within the bounds of the Union. Each School is go- 
verned by two Snperintendents, whose province it is to commence the du- 
ties of the Sabbath with religious exercises, to preserve order in their re- 
spective Schools, and to report at regular periods the state of discipline, 
the number and progress of the pupils, and the prospects of those depart- 
ments over which they preside. From the reports that have been present- 
ed to the Board for the past year, it appears that there have been recited 
since our last annual meeting (including the Crab-tree Sabbath School, 
which is not within the bounds of the Union, but which is represented as 
being in a flourishing condition,) 214,909 verses of Scripture, catechetical 
questions, and portions of sacred poetry. The reports from some of the 
Schools are highly encouraging, but we regret to state that the Superinten- 
dents of some of the Schools complain that their exertions are not attended 
with those happy results which they could desire. The accounts generally 
however, are highly favourable, and we humbly trust that the Schools with- 
in our limits are rather in a prosperous, than a declining state. The Di- 
rectors of School No. 21 observe that there is avery sfecial attention 
among the young people under their care to religious exercises; but we 
have no other accounts of religious excitement either among the teachers 
or pupils. 

The Superintendents of School No. 17 report, that at a late meeting of 
the teachers and those interested inthe support of the School, it was “re- 
solved, that we withdraw from the Pittsburgh Sabbath School Union, as 
we cannot’see what material benefit we derive from a continuance in U- 
nion.”’ It is much to be lamented, that any dissatisfaction should have 
arisen in any department of the Association. ‘Union is strength: disu- 
nion 1s but the prelude of dissolution.” Nothing can be more important 
than that Christians should harmonize in their efforts to promote the inter- 
ests of the Redeemer’s kingdom, We sincerely hope that future divisions 
may be unknown amongst us, and that the persons interested in the sup- 
port of the above mentioned school will seriously take into consideration 
the propriety of again counecting themselyes with the Association. 
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It is matter of deep regret to the Board of Managers, that four Schools 
numbers one, eleven, twelve, and fourteen, have withdrawn from the Union 
during the past year. The causes of this schism are too well known, to 
render it necessary to advert to them on the present occasion. It affords us 
another lamentable proof of the fact, that party spirit is by no means con- 
fined to the world of politics, but has found its way into the church of the 
living God, and is still continuing to tarnish the beauty, to humble the ho- 
nour, and to destroy the unity of the body of Christ. We do not make these 
observations to wound the feelings of our brethren, who have withdrawn 
from us: so far from it, we should hail with the most pleasurable emotions 
their incorporation with the Union; and, upon their manifesting the least 
disposition to a coalition with the Schools under our care, would feel our- 
selves happy in taking the most prompt and vigorous measures for effecting 
so desirable an object. 

The Board of Managers embrace this opportunity of directing the atten- 
tion of the younger part of our population to the sublime, the heroic, the 
God-like employment of instructing the ignorant and reclaiming the vi- 
cious. Howcan the intervals of worship be more profitably spent, than by 
devoting them to the high and holy purpose of religious instruction? Who 
would not be instrumental in training up the youthful and inexperienced in 
that most important of all sciences—the knowledge of their “high origin 
and their high destination??” How many individuals are there of respecta- 
ble education, and amiable dispositions, who might be eminently useful as 
the teachers of a Sabbath School, but who as vet have manifested no desire 
to enter their ranks “whose toil is goodness and whose reccmpence Is victo- 
ty!” To all such we would address ourselves in the language of sacred re- 
cord, “Come along with us, and we will do thee good.”” JKemember that 
they who are instrumental in turning many to righteousness shall shine as 
the brightness of the firmament and as the stars forever. 

It may not be amiss to remark in conclusion, that the great business of 
Sabbath School instruction is the communication of revealed truth. In the 
opinion of all Christians, the Divine word isthe only legitimate standard 
of faith, the only unecrring rule of practice. Ofwhat importance is it that 
the young mind should be permanently and profoundly penetrated witha 
conviction of the excellence and infallibility of the Christian revelation. and 
that creatures who must ere long stand before the tribunal of Omniscience 
should be prepared for so awful and interesting a scrutiny. It is the glo- 
ry of this institution that it provides for the Biblical improvement of its pro- 
teries—that on each returning Sabbath it assembles its adopted families for 
the hallowed purpose of imparting alike to the children of the rich and the 
offspring of the poor the knowledge of that Gospel which promises pecu- 
liar blessings and privilegesto the young. The grand object of its patrons 
is to instruct the rising generation in the knowledge of those duties which 
originate from the virious relations they sustain to God, and thus to enable 
them to realize the great end of their existence, “the glory of God and the 
enjoyment of him forever.”’

The Report read at the first annual 
meeting of this institution, lately 
held in London, stated, that the ob- 
ject of the Society was to establish 
in the heart of the British empire 
an institution to be constantly occu- 


pied in discovering and employing, 


means for bettering the condition of 
the poorin Ireland. This object, it 
was presumed, would be best aitain- 
ed by increasing the means of indus- 
trious employment to the Irish poor; 
by inducing them to act more fre- 
quently in the spirit of emulation; 
and by inspiring them with a taste 
for regular and cleanly habits; and 
these points were proposed to be 
gained by the distribution of premi- 
ums by the resident clergy and gen- 
try to peasants distinguished for their 
industry, for the maintenance of 
large families in industrious habits, 
for the careful cultivation of their 
plot of ground and gardens, and for 
the superior neatness and cleanliness 
of their persons and cabins: also by 
the occasional and gratuitous publi- 
cation of such practical information 
as may be best adapted to improve 
the condition of the Irish peasantry 
asrespects their domestic comforts, 
the construction of their cabins, and 
their implements of agricultural la- 
bour. In pursuance of this design, 
the sum of 90/. was remitted to New- 
market, in Clare; Castle Magner, in 
Cork; and Bannow,in Wexford, The 
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be mended. The children were also 
to be engaged in working in the gar- 
den. The mother was to be induced 
to wear a habit better adapted to 
household work, and less wasteful of 
cloth, than the long slatternly gowns 
generally worn in Ireland. The pigs, 
poultry, and cow were to be banish- 
ed from the cabin.

PGONSECRATING OF THE JEWS? SYNA- 
GOGUE. 

On the 29th of August, an enter- 
erting scene took place in the Great 
Synagogue, Jews-place, London. 
The building having been thorough- 
ly overhauled and repaiied, and fit- 
ted up in great splendour, the 
ceremony and consecrat:on com 
menced. 

Soon after 5 o’clock, the hour 
appointed for the ceremony, the 
Chief Rabbi, attended by the 
Wardens, Elders, and other officers 
of the Synagogue, bearing the rolls 
of the Laws, appeared at the door 
ofthe Synagogue; the Chief Rabbi 
was in his full costume under a ca- 
nopy of state supported by six per- 
sons; the Chief Rabbi then exclaim- 
ed, ‘‘open unto us the gates of right- 
eousness; we will enter them and 
praise the Lord;”’ they then all en- 
tered in procession, p eceded by 
six little boys tastefully atiired, each 
carrying a large silver basket filled 
with different flowers, which they 
strewed along the path over wich 
the procession passed. In this man- 
ner they circumambulated the Sy- 
nago,sue seven times, during which 
time seven appropriate  psalias 
were chanted by the Reader and 
Choir, the music of which was ex 
ceedingly grand. When the pro- 
cession approached the Ark for the 
seventh time, the rolls of laws, 
which were all secured in peculiar 
cases, most splendidly ornamented, 
were severally placed within the 
Ark. The Chief Rabbi then de- 
livered a prayer on behalt of the 
whele congregation, in which he 
particularly noticed the provideniial 
discovery oi the state of the build- 
ing.

ying the whole time this sailor has

The ship is 
now at Key West, (Thompson’s [s- 
land,) where this man has been dis- 
tinguished for his usefulness in at 
tending at the sick beds of his fel- 
low sailors, praying with them, and 
adininistering to their waats.

orinto an humble usetul Christian.

A farmer who would be able to 
support his family in a.decent and 
respectable manner, by his econoe 
my and industry, and to keep hime 
self free trom embarrassment, suf 
fers himselfto be overcome by the 
importunity of his children, and 
runs in debt for those vanities, 
which only serve to render the fol- 
ly of his children couspicuous, by 
displaving their pride to the world. 
His sons must dress in a tandsome 
broadcloth coat, when one of home 
manufacture would be much more 
respectable. His daughters must 
each have a Leghorn bounet, and 
twoorthree sulk or crape gowns, 
to be covered over with ribbons and 
laces, &c. To procure these _fine- 
ries,the farm is eventually morte 
gaged, and a comfortable indepen- 
dence sacrificed. The slavery of 
fashion has ruined many honest and 
respectahle families, bv plunging 
them into debt so deeply that no or- 
dinary efforts could extricate them. 
The merchant or the money-lender 
who has a sure hold upon the farm 
is Willing to let his debt remain, 
while it is safe. It continues to 
accumulate perhaps until the pae 
rent dies, and the children are 
compellec to disperse and seek 
means for their own subsistence. 
The habits of extravagance which 
they have formed, and the love of 
display which they have acquired, 
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disqualify them for becoming good 


qembers of Society. If they are 


daughters, and become connected 
with industrious and enterprising 
companions, their ignorance of bu- 
siness, their fondness for dress, and 
their indolent and gossiping habits, 
imbitter the life of their husbands, 
and perhaps drive them to intem - 
I have been distresed in 
the contemplation of the evil of 
which I complain. I know not 
that any remedy is so near that it 
can be immediately applied. | 
would merely suggest, however, 
that the rich might apply a remedy 
if they were disposed; & as the evil 
commenced with them, it is their 
duty to begin to reform. Let them 
‘cretrench the glittering trappings 
of their children”? not “to narrow 
weeds,’’ but to that simplicity and 


plainness of dress, which are much | 
more becoming rational beings.—— 


Let them manifest by their conduct 
that they highly approve of consis- 
tency in those who assume a style 
conformable to their condition in 
life. Let them dissuade their chil- 
dren from that proud emulation in 
dress which has given rise to the 
presentextravagant taste.

GERMAN CONGREGATION, 
Extract of a letter to the Editor, from 
a Gentleman wn Butler County, Pa. 

dated Nov. 13, 1823. 

Mr. Andrews—Since your paper 
records the progress of religion in 
distant regions, it will no doubt be 
gratifying to you to be able tu com- 
municate intelligence of its pro- 
gress in your neighbourhood. This 
presumption induces me to give 
you a relation of the German Con- 
gregation near to which I reside. 

This Congregation had never 
had a stationary shepherd until 
three years ago, when Providence 
sent us our present beloved and tru- 
ly worthy Pastor Schweitzerbarth. 
As soon as he declared his inten- 
tion to remain with us, we resolv- 
ed to form ourselves anew; and, to 
avoid jealousy between the differ- 
ent sects, adopted the name of 
‘German Gospel Christians at Har- 
monie and Zelinopel,’? and under 
this name we gota charter. 
endeavoured, by subscription, to 
raise a sum of money to maintain 
our young clergyman; but were 
not abie to raise as much as would 
suffice. fk'or this reason, we were 
obliged to be satisfied with one ser- 
mon every fortmight. A neighbour- 
ing congregation, Bychely’s, en- 
gaged him for a sermon every three 
weeks, and a third one at Butler for 
another three weeks’ sermon.— 








Thus, our Rey. Mr Schweitzer- 
varth had all bis time filled up. 
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The Germans in this quarter ne- | 
ver having had a stationary German 
teacher, as said before, or even-a 
Schoolmaster Rev. S. found the 
greatest ignorance amongst them, 
and at the same time a good many 
that thought themselves wise and 
perfect Christians; and besides this, 
he, being an original European, 
had great prejudices against him to 
combat. A noble perseverance, 
however, brought him tothe point, 
and raised him to that proper luve 
and esteem among his hearers, 
which a minister of the Gospel al- 
ways should know how to maintain 
without ostentation, and true Chris- 
tians always venerate and prescrve 
for such a man. 

After he had been here about a 
year, he advertised his intention to 
instruct for confirmation: between 
20 and 30 young people applied, 
and within six months he perfected 
them te reception into the Christian 
church, which was done with a so- 
lemnity never before here experi- 
enced, in full congregation, Soon 
alter he began the same instruction 
atour neighbouring Bychely’s con- 
gregation, there applied 35 young 
people, whom he also succeeded to 
perfectionate within the same time, 
and of course confirmed them with 
ihe same solemnity, after the caie- 
chumens had passed a thorough ex- 
amination in the presence, and to 
the entire satisfaction of the con- 
gregation, 

A month or two after this, he an- 
nounced again Here in our congre- 
gation his intention and willingness 
to begin a new course of instruc- 
tions, When +0 young peeple ap- 
plied ‘These were examined last 
saturday the Sih instant, in the 
presence of the assembled congre- 
gation, which was pleasingly nu- 
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merous, and inore so than had ever 





been witnessed here. The catechu- 
mens went through their examinas 
tion with wonderful ease, and to 
the entire satisfaction of every one 
present. Among these catechu. 
inens were eight who needed bap- 
tism before confirmation. This 
sacrament was administered of 
course, and this solemnity, as well 
as that of the confirmation and con- 
secration of 40 young (professing) 
Christians, together with the very 
appropriate and nervous exhorta- 
tion of Mr. Schewitzerbarth, the 
teacher, addressed to young and 
old, moved every person present to 
tears of joy, which for true Chris- 
tians was a real heavenly pleasure. 
He read the parable of the prodi- 
gal’s son, Luke 15, as his text. 
OnSunday, the Yth inst. he preach- 
ed from Isaiah 55: 1, 2, 3, which 
he most judiciously and pointedly 
explained to a more full congrega- 
tion than had ever yet been assem- 
bled in that church, evenin Rapp’s 
time, who you know had his own 
sect. After service, the sacrament 
of the Lord’? supper was adminis- 
tered and extraordinarily well at- 
tended. 

It is areal blessing, that Provi- 
dence has led the Rev. Mr. S. this 
way. Young ashe is, he has no re- 
lish for worldly things. This, with- 
out being a hypocrite: he behaves 
as areal good man, firm in princi- 
ple, and without the ‘least tinge of 
flattery—of a pleasing manly, tho’ 
unassuming behaviour.

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LATE AND IMPORTANT FROM SPAIN. 

The Boston Commercial Gazette 
of Monday announces the arrival. 
at Portland, on Thursday last, of 
the brig Milo, Capt. Hall, in 34 
days from St. Lucar, (near Cadiz,) 
with accounts to the 19th of Sep- 
tember, furnishing gratifving intel 
ligence of the success of the Span- 
jards in defending Cadiz and the 
cause oftheir country. 

It is stated that on the 26th of Au- 
gust, the French attacked the Ca- 
no Frocardaro, a small island used 
asa Navy Yard, and WERE RE 
PULSED, with the loss of one thou. 
sand men, in killed and wounded. It 
was intended to be given up by the 
governor; but the garrison not only 
defended the place, but hung up the go- 
vernor without ceremony, asan exan- 
ple to traitors. 

It was reported at St. Lucar that 
the French had made an attack on 
or near St. Peter, the result of which 
was, that they had three gunboats 
sunk,one frigate materially injured, 
and a number of lives lost. The 
St. Lucar accounts confirm the 
fall of Torcadero; but say it was 
sold to the French for 70,000 dol- 
lars. This, of course, is denied by 
the French, who affirm that it was 
carried by the valor of their troops. 

It was reported at St. Lucar, 
Sept. 16, that Gen. Alavar had re- 
tired to the castle of St. Sebastians, 
for fear of being shot by Riego. It 
appears that Alavar was one of the 
Commissioners sent from Cadiz to 
treat with the Duke, in the absence 
of Riego. He being on the borders 
of Malaga, and hearing the ci¥cam- 
stance, proceeded in baste for Ca- 
diz, eluded the French, and arriv- 
ed in salety; and, by haranguiog the 
populace on the subject of their 
liberty, telling them it was dis. 
graceful even to offer any terms, 








the negociation was broken off. 
O: the 30th of August, 3000 
French troops arrived at St. Lucar, 
from Rota, destined to act against 
Cadiz, and were quartered on the 
inhabitants. The fishing craft at 
the same place had all been taken 
by the French, and fitted up for 
gun-boats. On te 19th, it was 
said at St. Lucar that negotiations 
had been renewed, butthe Constj- 
tutionalists doubted the fact.
